died at his home, Linfield, Pa , on Thurs- 
day evening after a lingering illness from 
cancer 
He was born Tuly S, 1813 at 


Xescopeck, Pa , a small town on the banks 
of the north branch of the Susquehanna 
Riv er 
His ancestors came from Germany 


in 1730 and settled in the interior of Penn- 
sylvania, where the family remained until

The fine painting, "The Battle of Get- 


tysburg," for which Mr Rothermel was 
most particularly noted in his own State, 
is the largest work'ever produced bv him'

About Green Manuring. 


Green manuring is a good thing under 


certain conditions. Wherever the soil is 
deficient in humus it may be practiced 
to advantage. Usmlly we find a dedci- 
ency of vegetable matter in gravelly and 
light soila. A3 a rule, no regular crop 
should be plowed under. Catch crops of 
rye, buckwheat, clover and the like may 
often be used to advantage. For in- 
stance, a field upon which corn is raised 
this year, it the soil is light and lacks 
humus, might be sowed to rye just be- 
fore the last cultivation, or, if the corn is 
cut early for ensilage, wheat or rye may 
be drilled in without the ground being 
plowed. In some parts of the country 
very favoi able results are secured from 
sowing criaison clover after the last cul- 
tivation. We notice that in some locali- 
ties this practice has not been successful. 


The best crop to plow under is com- 


mon red clover. Cut the first crop for 
hay, leave the stubble to start, and when 
headed out plow it under. As stated 
above, it is seldom a good practice to 
plow under a good crop simply for the 
manurial and physical benefits received. 
On land that is already full of vegetable 
matter a large growth of rye or buck- 
wheat plowed under when green is very 
likely to sour the laud, but in case it is 
plowed under it would be well to add a 
dressing of lime to correct the acidity. 


If the green plants plowed under are 


the result of a catch or intermediate 
crop, then plow whenever the ground 
has to be prepared for the crop which has 
to be harvested, having no reference to 
the maturity of the manurial crop. In 
the last week or two of the growth of 
plants a vast quantity of valuable growth 
is developed, while the percent, of water 
is materially decreased ; hence there is 
less danger of souring the land from 
plowing under fairly mature crops then 
from plowing under immature crops. 


A liberal dressing of barn manures is 


likely to be far more beueflcial than a 
crop plowed under, especially if it is one 
that is not a nitrogen gatherer. 
Eye, 


buckwheat and the like being no plant 
food to the soil. They only serve as di- 
gesters—that is, they prepare the food 
for the other plants which are to follow 
—while clover and other leguminous 
plants not only digest and make more 
available the mineral matter in the soil, 
but they also bring a positive addition of 
nitrogen to the soil through the action of 
the living organisms on their roots. 


Any crop may follow after plowing 


under green manures, although wheat or 
rye is likely to succeed best. A second 
clover crop plowed under ubout the 1st 
of September is a most satisfactory be- 
ginning for a successful wheat crop.— 
Country Oentktiuin. 


Turnips as a Second Crop. 


"The turnip is the only crop I know of 


that can be depended upon to mature 
with late sowing," says a Xew Jersey 
farmer. 
'-The cool nights of early 


autumn suit it well, and unlike most 
other plants slight frosts do not injure it 
or check its growth. Planted after early 
maturing first crops, it is the most cer- 
tain second crop that can be raised. 
When a portion can be sold as vegetables, 
even at a low price, and the balance is 
fed out or sold to others as stock food, I 
look upon the turnip as a profitable 
crop to be raised. It produces so abun- 
dantly when everything is favorable that 
it would be e;isy to overstock the mar- 
ket, but at the same time it is true that 
the market is not often greatly over 
stocked with it. One of the advantages 
from sowing turnips as a late summer 
and fall crop is the shading that is given 
to the land which would otherwise be 
exposed full to the sun after a first crop 
of any kind is taken oft. This of itself I 
believe will do more than pay for all the 
fertility it removes from the soil. The 
green leaves of the crop act as a cover- 
ing and mulch until they are harvested, 
and no other crop seems to leave the 
ground in so good a condition for a dif- 
ferent one to follow it. Otten turnip 
seed may be scattered between the rows 
of field corn at the last cultivation and a 
good yield obtained."

denotes that the liens are considered 
source of revenue to a certain extent, i 
for no other purpose than to supply tli 
eggs for family consumption. It is true 
also, says Farm Poultry, that, while n 
farm can easily be found that does no 
contain poultry, yet the poultry on tli 
farm receives less recocnition than an- 
other class of stock. Farmers seem I 
set them apart as suitable for the car 
of the female members of the family 
and consider the profit from poultry tr 
be too insignificant for their notice, ye 
they seldom venture to learn, by keeping 
an account, how much the hens pay in i 
year. 


Hundreds of farmers grow crops o 


wheat on a margin of but two or three 
dollars' profit per acre, and engage iu 
very laborious woik to make that small 
profii; yet the same labor, care and 
amount of capital given a flock of hens 
on an acre of land that is often given a 
crop of ten acres of wh-at would show 
largely in favor of the hens. The farmer 
hasnever engaged in the keepiugof poul- 
try as a business, and really does not 
know what can be done in that respect 
There is no more reason for turning the 
hens over to the female members of the 
family than for the farmer to abandon 
any other department, and in so doing he 
makes a mistake, its he should seek the 
best channels for securing the most prof- 
it. Land that is unprofitable for culti- 
vation can be used for poultry, and the 
markets are-always ready to receive all 
that, can be produced. Considering the 
small proportion of labor required from 
spring to fall, and the self-sustaining 
powers of the fowls in seeking their 
food, it is no mistake to assert that noth- 
ing on the farm is produced at so low a 
cost as eggs, and nothing brings so higt 
a price in propoi tion to value of labor be 
stowed and cost of food.

It is the small number of good cows, 


well fed and carefully attended to, that 
bring the moat profit. 
Mauy farmers 


would do better with half the number of 
cows and expending on them the full 
amount of care. The point is to keep 
only the best and push them to the limit. 
To do this it is necessary to know not 
only how much milk and butter each 
cow produces, but also how much it costs 
to produce it. Feeding by guess work 
will not pay. Give each cow all she will 
eat and then calculate how much she 
turns into butter. If you are satisBed 
•with the result, keep her; if not, get rid 
of her. 
Good food has a great deal to 


do with the end desired, but it will not 
create the temperament of a cow nor 
make of her a good dairy animal, any 
more than it will make a good cow out 
of a good milker, and there is no use 
wasting effort. 


It is calculated that it requires about 


15,000,000 cows to supply the demand 
for milk and its products in the United 
States, and that the universal use of the 
Babcock test would result in cutting 
down the number about one-third, to 
the great benefit of the farmer, who is 
the one injured by the "don't know'1 
business. Keep an account with each 
cow, and if she does not give you a fair 
profit fatten her for beef or sell her to 
some one else who is willing to go into a 
losing business. 


The requirements of a good dairy cow 


are, briefly, a fair yearly production of 
milk ,-.nd butter, a minimum amount of 
butter, certain transmission of milking 
qualities to off-spring and gentleness and 
longevity. These are the qualities for 
which the farmer must look and which 
require his constant care, not only to ob- 
tain but to retain. There is a wide 
range between good dairy cows and the 
average. The average -TOW in the United 
States makes 130 pounds of butter per I 
year, while the good dairy cow yields 
from 350 to 400 pounds.
